to employ a large number of men.

Holland is also 


said to have presented a claim for $7667.05 
against the dissolved corporation' at the 
meeting- of June 27, 1907. The directors 
named 
as flefendants are accused of 


fraudently calling this a valid claim and 
said that the assets In the possession of 
Holland should be appropriated for its 
payment 
The balance of the 
Holland 


claim was promised to be paid in tho 
future, according to Wall and Mott. The 
plaintiffs declare that tho trustees are 
withholding the assets In Holland's pos-

I public harm, retarded the rebuilding' of San Francisco and caused 
much strife in the industrial world, appears to have been directly 
incited by some at least of the leaders of the graft prosecution. 
On one hand violence was encouraged and on the other no effort 
was made to suppress 
lawlessness and riot 
To our mind this j ! ' , 


furtrve manipulation, in collusion, of the machinery of justice and the 
affairs of a labor up ion was bad and mischievous. 


Lastly, this paper is a firm believer in President Roosevelt's 


doctrine of a square deal for even-body, whether rich or poor. It 
believes in giving fair play and telling the truth. It is for enforce- 
ment of the law in accordance with the principles of law and the 
spirit of justice. It believes in fair trials by impartial juries before 
unbiased) judges. A partisan judge, no matter how upright in inten- 
tion and honest in motive, is not qualified to take the liberty and 
property of citizens in his hands. Courts should never be degraded 
from their high, independent furrction to a subordinate part in a 
Cfiminal prosecution directed 'by political and financial aims. 


The old police maxim of set a thief to catch a thief is not a 


high-minded one. While it is often necessary to use the testimony of 


*«» 


villains in promoting the ends of the law, such testimony has justly 
been regarded in all ages as in its nature suspicious and open to 
question, and hence is never accepted without ample corroboration. 
When it is employed wholesale and m a way suggestive of con- 
spiracy under the incentive of reward or compulsion, it takes on a 
still more sinister aspect. Justice has no business to consort with 
criminals, still less adopt their morals and method^ The excuse 
that the end justifies the means is a threadbare pretense that has 
soaked the earth with innocent blood and filled /the \\orld 
wrong and suffering.

France Wants a Free Hand. 


The situation in Morocco is growing more tens*. France and 


Spain are now acting merely under the police powers conferred upon 
them by the treaty of Atgeciras, to which all of the great powers 
of Europe are signatories. But such a c6ndition of disorder exists 
in the country, amounting practically to a state of anarchy, which 
the Sultan is incapable of controlling, the French government wants 
a free hand and has intimated that it may be obliged to exceed 
the powers conferred upon it by the treaty to enable it to restore 
order. The only construction which can be placed on such a sug- 
gestion is that it may be necessary for France to inaugurate a war of 
invasion to subjugate the fanatical tribes of the interior who are 
semi-independent of the Sultan'^ rule and who are struggling most 
of the time to throw off the semblance of his yoke. The powers 
may not consent to the French program on the ground that it may 
incite a religious war. There is no telling where religious war be- 
tween Mohammedans and Christians would end. The probabilities 
are that'it would set at least the three continents of Europe, 
Asia and Africa aflame, and the United States would become in- 
volved through its sovereignty of the Mohammedan tribes in the 
Philippine archipelago. 


The danger of the Moroccan affair developing into a religious 


war is based on the fact that the massacre in Casa Blanca which

led to the occupation of that seaport town by French and Spanish 
troops had its origin in the preachings of a holy war by Ma el 
Ainin for the expulsion of the "infidel Christians." El Ainiri stands 
toward the French pretty much in the same relationship as the 
Mad Mullah does to the British on the southern "border of the 
Soudan. 
The French 
have nicknamed him '"the sorcerer." El 


Ainin's animosity was first aroused by the French undertaking to 
convert the open roadstead of Casa Blanca into a harbor. He influ- 
enced the tribal chiefs to protest against the work. When they were 
advfeed that the improvement was 'being made with the Sultan's 
consent, they repudiated the Sultan, declaring that he no longer 
exists for them if he obeys Che Christians. 


But the suppression of anarchy and the permanent preservation 


of order in Morocco 
means more to France than to any other 


nation. It borders on the rich colony of Algeria which France has 
been for many years straining its efforts to develop. The endless 
raids of the mountain tribes of Morocco across the Algerian border 
have been a constant hindrance to the settlement and development 
of the colony. The great value of Algeria to 'France is suggested 
in the representation that when assured security against raid* from 
hostile tribes, it is capable of pasturing from 40,000,000 to 50,000,000 
head of cattle.

National sovereignty is to be upheld 


In ao far as it means the sovereignty of 
the people used for the real and ultimate

Especially is this true 
In dealing with the relations of the peo- 
ple as a whole to the great corporations 
which are the distinguishing feature of 
modern business conditions. 
Experience has shown that It Is neces- 
sary to exercise a far more efficient con- 
trol than at present over the business u»e 
of those vast fortunes, chiefly corporate, 
which are used (as under modern condi- 
tions they almost invariably are) In In- 
terstate business. When the constitution 
was created none of the conditions of 
modem 
business 
existed. 
They 
are 
wholly new and we must create new 
agencies to deal effectively with them. 
There Is no objection ir the minds of 
this people to any man's earning any 
amount of money if he does It honestly 
and fairly, If he gets It as the result of 
special skill and enterprise, as a re- 
ward of ample service actually rendered. 
But there is a growing determination that 
no man shall amass a great fortune by 
special privilege, by chicanery and wiong- 
doing, so far as it Is In the power of 
legislation to prevent; and that the for- 
tune- when amassed shall not have a busi- 
ness use that la antisocial. 
Most largo 
corporations do a business that la not 
confined to anv one State. 
Mere State Action 
Is not Sufficient.

Experience has shown that the effort 
to control these corporations by mere 
State action can not produce wholesome 
results. 
In most cases such effort falls 
to correct the real abuses of which the

There is unfortunately a certain num- 
ber of our fellow-countrvmen who seem 
to accept the view that unless a man can 
he proved guilty of some particular crime 
he shall be counted a good citizen, no 
matter how infamous the life he has led, 
no matter how pernicious MB doctrines 
or his practices 
This Is the view an- 
nounced from time to time with clamorous 
Insistence, now by a grouo of predatory 
capitalists, now by a group of sinister 
anarchistic leaders and agitators, when- 
ever a special champion of either class, 
no matter how evil his general life, is 
acquitted of some one specific crime 
Such a view is wicked whether applied 
to capitalist or labor leader, to rich man 
or poor man. But we have to take this 
feeling Into account when we are deoat- 


ecl to regulate such conduct with instant, 
unquestioning promptness and effective- 
ness. 
If there was no other way to se- 
cure conformity with ttiai rule of right, 
then he smote down the transgressor, 
with the iron of his wrath.
